A CALL FOR ACTION 

Mr. J. A. Sullivan, who is to look 
after the selling end of the chips 
from the old Gallaudet Monument, 
has reported to me that the response 
to his announcement of the sale of 
the chips at $i.oo per in a previous 
issue of the Journal was disappoint- 
ing. 

Only one person responded with 
cash. 

Another person responded with a 
very encouraging offer of assis¬ 
tance—Mr.' T. L. Anderson, of 
” Buff and Blue ” fame, editor of 
the Iowa Hawkeye, asking Mr. 
Sullivan if he could send him a bag 
of 12 or 15 chips, which he might be 
able to sell at a meeting of the Mid¬ 
west Chapter of the Gallaudet Col¬ 
lege Alumni Association at the Ne¬ 
braska School on December loth. 

The .spirit behind that offer is ad¬ 
mirable. That it is so is attested to 
by the fact that Mr. Sullivan gave 
me his prompt assurance that he 
would accede to Mr. Anderson’s re¬ 
quest for the chips 

By the way, my attention has 
been called to the fact that during 
the Detroit Convention of the N. A. 
D. in 1920 , a discussion arose as to 
the advisability of breaking the 
statue up into small pieces and sell¬ 
ing them under the auspices of the 
Gallaudet Statue Replica Fund Com¬ 
mittee. Mr. J. C. Howard, former 
president of the N. A. D , seemed 
to take that idea with great relish, 
for he promptly got up on the plat¬ 
form. a la Billy Sunday, proudly 
brandishing a ten dollar bill to the 
accompaniment of a loud bang on 
the table, and announcing with em¬ 
phasis at the top of his voice (signs) 
that the ten-dollar bill would 
go to buy ten chips of the old statue. 

Much to our chagrin, his ten dol 
lars were not forthcoming during 
the past week or so. May I remind 
him as gently as I can of his promise 
at the Detroit Convention ? 

I am sure he will come across with 
the greenbacks in due time. 

There is no doubt that there is a 
feeling in certain sections of the 
country that there has been tex) 
much of money-collecting for this 
or that fnnd, which has led to the 
" Let George do It” sentiment. 

May I, however, point out thsL 
as President Cleveland once sai^ 
" it is a situation, not a theory, that 
confronts us?” 

What is the situation before us? 

The old Gallaudet statue has been 
relegated to the .scrap-heap at a Itarn 
not ' far away from the American 
School for the Deaf. It is quite a 
shame that it has had to descend to 
such a low state as undergoing a 
lingering, crumbling death in a 
barn-unknown, unsung, unheralded. 

Why not "resuscitate” it? And 
we are certainly trying to do that 
very thing. This view underlies 
the authority given to the A. S. D. 
Alumni Association by the N. A. D 
Gallaudet Statue Replica Fund Com¬ 
mittee as its "selling agent ?” 

In order to stimulate the sale of 
the chips, I should like to bring the 
following suggestions to your at¬ 
tention : 

Why don’t organi 7 .ations of the 
deaf throughout the country, write 
^r. J A. Sullivan, American School 
for the Deaf, West Hartford, Ct., 
and request him, as Mr. T. L. An¬ 
derson did, to send them a bag of 
chips ? They could sell a great 
many of the chips at any of their 
various social affairs to l>e held this 
month (December). 

The organizations should specify 
how many chips they want. They 
could return to him whatever are 
unsold together with the proceeds 
from the sold chips. 

To be more particular, let me 
name such organizations as Chapters 
of the Gallaudet College Alumni As¬ 
sociation (Pittsburgh, Akron, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., Chicago, Omaha, aud 
so on), the Greater New York 
Branch of the N. A. D. State As¬ 
sociation, Alumni Associations of 
the various schools for the deaf, N. 
F. S.. D. Divisions, social clubs of 
the deaf like Pas a Pas and Union 
League and atbietic clubs. 

Do you want to know of one sure 
way to fustrate something that you 
don’t like? Well, go over to 
Europe and learn what the European 
diplomats are in the habit of doing 
at conferences. That is, agree with 
the proposed action " in principle,” 
with the result that it is, more often 
than not, strangulated in the cloiwd, 
air-tight, and ear-proof conference. 


The organizations of the deaf in 
this country are American, not Euro¬ 
pean ; and therefore they will do 
MORB than merely to agree with this 
appeal for action " in principle.” 
If this be so, the Gallaudet Statue 
Replica Fund could surely go ” over 
the top” by New Year’s Day.

The following clipping is from the 
Gazette and Bniletin of William 
sport, and tbe shocking accident 
happened on Saturday, November 
24th, 1923 

Miss Florence Swartz, of Kenmar, 
was almost instantly killed at 4:12 
o’clock yesterday afternoon when she 
WHS hit and ground beneath a 
switch engine operating ou the 
Elmira division of the Pennsylvania 
Rail load, at Rose Street crossing. 
The woman, who was deaf and 
dumb, liad'not seen tbe apptoaoli- 
ing switch engine and had walked 
directly on the track when she was 
struck. 

Miss Swartz, who was au employe 
at the Lycoming Rnbher company 
plant, had left the factory and had 
started liuuie. She was walking 
south on Rose Street and, upon 
reaching the railroad orossing, start 
ed to oross diagonally to the east 
side of the street just ae the switch 
engine was coming eastward toward 
tier. 

TRIED TO STOP HER. 

William Bassett, of 1412 Dewey 
avenue, the watohnian at the cross 
ing saw the woman start across the 
tracks and called loudly as the ap- 
proauhing engine liore down ou the 
crossing. 

Owing to her defective hearing 
she failed to notice snyihing un¬ 
usual and kept on. .Mr. Bassett 
daslied uro.s 8 the track in an at¬ 
tempt to seize lier hut was a few 
seconds too late. Miss Swarnz step 
ped directly in front on the loco¬ 
motive, was knocked to tlie gionnd 
and dragged a short distance under 
the trucks uf the cars. The Iraiu, 
whicli had heeu luoviiig at an 
estimated speed of eight or ten miles 
an hour, was stopped at once lint 
lier life liad heeu ormslied out. 
Her skull WHS crushed in and one 
leg was broken. 

Unavoidable Accident 

The police were summoned at once 
and Coroner George L. Schneider 
was notified. 0 >vlng to the cir¬ 
cumstances of the tragedy, wliioh 
was plainly anjinavoidable acuident 
it is probable that no inquest will he 
lield. 

The switching crew in charge of 
tlie train was cum[Kised of: M. J. 
Pettiiigale’ of Elmira, N. Y., eu 
gineer; 11. A. Cope, of lfi31 Soott 
Sireei. Oonduotor; Josepli Grove, 
1136 Isaliella Si reel., flagman; and 
R W. Bakei, of Luck Haven, and 
C W. Bock, of 1161 Isabelia Street, 
hraketnan. 

Miss Swartz was the daughter of 
Albert Swartz, a well known letter 
carrier iu this city. 

(Miss Swartz was not generally 
known to the deaf outside of Wil 
liamsi>orl, having been educated at 
the Scranton Oral School ) 

'Pne following ntiituray note is 
clipped from the Reading (Pa.) 
Eagle: 

FARLAMAN 

Louisa E. (nee Shappell), wife of 
Clement D. Pailaman, died at 0 
A M,, Nuvcmlier 23d at the home of 
her son-iu-law, Blaine L. Turner, 
728 North Front Street, Slie was 
69 years of age. She suff ered with 
paralysis and was bedfast the past 
six weeks, lieing ill foi several 
months past. 

She was a native of Shoemakers- 
ville aud a danglHer of Mrs. Marin 
Jones aud the late George Sliappell. 
She waa an active worker in the St. 
Joliii’e Episcopal Mission for the 
Deaf, and also active In the Berks 
county branch of the Pennsylvania 
Society foi the Advan(M>ment of the 
Deaf. She was a former chairlady 
of Hie latter liianch 

There survives her mother, of 
Shoemakereville, her husband, three, 
oliildren : Ada, wife of John Mo- 
Donmigh,\)f Pasadena, Cal ; Alice, 
wife of Blaine L Turner, tills city; 
Clemente Parlainan, this city; nine 
grandchildren, one slater, Anna, 
wife of Calvin Swoyei,or Shueinak 
»rsville;one brother, Charles L., of 
Philadelphia. 

Secretary Relder, of the P. S. A. 
D., desires to hear testimony to the 
past tliat Mrs Parlainan was one of 
the liest woman workers that the 
Society has ever had, and her death 
is sincerely mourned hy the officers 
and members alike. With an 
eduonlioii of only such as the 
average deaf have (wiiich means 
not above the ordinary), she yet 
ahowed tliiit she coiilcl he very 
lielpful In charitahle work, and her 
loyalty and service was not only 
appreciated by tlie Berks County 
Ixroal Bauch iu which her activities 
wer' greatest, hut also l>y the Mo¬ 
ther Society, whose couveulions 
she attended must regularly No 
donlit her less Is keenly felt hy the 
inenihers of her local Hianoh, bnt 
tlie P. S. A. D is the greatest loser 
iiy her death. 

-By the way, Mrs. Parlaman’s 
lieariiig daugliter, Mrs. John T. 
McDonough, who now lives in Cali- 
foinla, has also on several occasions 
given valuable service to the Society 
by acting as Interpreter at some of 
its couventioiiB She uses the sign 
language with the greatest ease and 
freedom, having leained it as a 


duck learns to swim, and she waa 
also very active in the Berks 
County Local Branch until her re¬ 
moval to the Western State. 

The funeral was held in Reading 
on Tuesday, November 27tli, the 
R(W. Franklin C. Smielau offloiat 
ing, assisted by tbe Rev. Johu H. 
Dickinson, Rector of St. Barnabas 
Church, aud the inteiment was iu 
Lanreldale Cemetery. This is a 
new cemetery of 120 acres that was 
just opened to tbe public, and Mrs. 
Parlamau was the first one to be 
buried there. This is an iustance 
where the deaf come iutu histoiy 
onoe in a long whilel 

Mrs. Parl.iman was a former 
pupil ot the old Broad and Pine 
Streets School at the same time tliat 
the writer attended tliere. We 
know nothing but good about her, 
and we shall always remember her 
with gratitude for the loyal support, 
she gave us during our long inonm- 
beiioy of the office of President and 
continued during our Secretaryship. 

The news of the above death was 
liardly known to all but a very few 
here uutil after the burial. Mrs. 
Greeusburg Warrington aud Mrs. 
George Zang, intimate friends of 
the deceased, were therefore the 
only ones from this city who at 
tended the funeral. 

We should add that another 
daughter uf Mrs. Parlainan, whose 
name we do not recoileot now, has 
been a teacher of the deaf for a 
number of years iu the Georgia 
Ijistitution. She is uow married 
aud we do not know if she is still 
teaching. 

On Saturday evening, December 
let. Rev. asd Mrs. Warren M. 
Smaltz tendered au iurormsl reoep 
tion to the parishioners aud friends 
of All Souls’ Chuicli lor the Deaf 
in the Rectory. Over eighty per 
sons attended the affair, which turn¬ 
ed out a very pleasant one. The 
affair was also made the oooasion 
foi the presentation io Rev. and 
Mrs Smaltz of some gifts lionghl by 
suosoriptiou of the parishioners for 
a joint piesentatiou. They inolnd- 
ed a iiaudsome ooiuplete electrio 
floor lamp, mantel niirroi, and an 
exquisite Cliina dinner set tor six 
persons. With the exception iliat 
Mr. Smaltz, liy chance, got an ink 
ling that something was going to hap¬ 
pen, he WH.S ooinplelely and plea¬ 
santly surprised by the form of the 
gift, whioii WHS more than he ounid 
have expected. They were some of 
the things most needed in liis new 
home, and, then expressing his 
thanks and thorough satisfaction 
for tliem, lie admitted that they 
were finer than he could liave af¬ 
forded lo buy at present. Tlie Rec¬ 
tory was overcrowded, so Hio guests 
repaired to the Paristi House later 
ill the evening, where a dainty light 
lunch, oonslating of salad a la Roth¬ 
mund, salliues, and delicious coffee 
I WHS served. A social time followed. 

It has been definitely announced 
that Rev. Mr. Smaltz and a fellow 
student at the Si'liool of Divinity 
will be ordained lo the Priesttiood 
together hy Bishop Garland at tlie 
Cliutch of the Resurieutlon, Broad 
and 'I'ioga Streets, ou Sunday morn¬ 
ing December 23d, 1923 at 9o’cl(H;k. 
Mr. Smaltz himself would prefer to 
be ordained in All Souls’ Cliuich, 
but is compelled to bow to the wish 
of the Bishop whose sole desire is to 
save lime. The Church of the Re¬ 
surrection is only a few squares 
from All Souls’ and will hold many 
more people; it is tbe olinrch of tlie 
Rev. J. O Mclllieniiy, wlio also 
supervises All Souls’ at present, aud 
uf the healing caiuiidate for nrdina 
tioii, so it is regal ded more suitable 
for the double urdtnalion A sec 
tion of tlie front part of tlie Clinrcli 
will be reserved foi the deaf people 
on this occasion. There will also he 
HU interpreter for the deaf. Re 
member that it will he an early 
morning service. 

The Sooieiy for the Promotion of 
Church Work Among the Deaf held 
Its annual meeting iu Washington, 
D. C., on Novemlier 20Hi, and le- 
elected Rev. F. C. Smielan, Presi¬ 
dent, Rev. J H Pulver, Vice Presi¬ 
dent, and Rev. O. J Whildiu, Secre¬ 
tary. 

A fire, OHUsed by the explosion of 
a gasoline-engine, destroyed the 
barn wlHi its contents of Mr. Daniel 
H. Rohrei, at Marietta near Lan 
caslei. The loss is said to be alioiit 
16000. Mr. Rohrer ia a prosperous 
and well known deaf mule fanner 
We sympathize with him in this 
loss, which (locurs just as he is 
about to retire and turn over his 
farm to his son, who was recently 
married. A repi'rt says that a new 
barn will be liuill at once. The 
sou is expect'd to lake his father’s 
place next Spring

JOHKPH vr. ATCHKHON. 

Joseph W. Atcheaon died Novem¬ 
ber 6 th, 1923 . He lived, practical¬ 
ly, all his life in the precincts of 
nttsburgh, was one of the oldest 
and best known of tbe deaf residents 
of the city. He was nearly seventy- 
two years of age. He received his 
early education at tbe Pennsylvania 
Institution for the Deaf, entering 
the school in 1865 . He was a class¬ 
mate of Andrew Donaldson, who 
still lives here. He remain^ bnt 
six years at the Philadelphia school, 
that being the limit of time at 
schools for the deaf in those days. 

As soon as he graduated be learn¬ 
ed the trade of a bookbinder and 
worked in that capacity for the firm 
of Johnston & Co., of Pittsburgh, 
continuously for 44 years, leaving 
their service only a few years ago. 

Mr. Atcheaon was a mem^r of 
the Trinity P. B. Church, of Pit¬ 
tsburgh, and took much interest in 
St. Margaret's Mission for the Deaf, 
and had the management of its af¬ 
fairs for years. He was also in¬ 
terested in mission work outside his 
own church. He was a staunch 
supported of the P. S. A. D.. and its 
affairs, was s liberal contributor to 
the support of the Home at Doyles- 
town, and through him his brother, 
John, was led to bequeath $ 50,000 
to the Home as a memorial to their 
mother. 

For a number of years past Mr. 
Atcheaon had been a member of the 
Board of Managers of the P. S. A. 
D., and held tbe officer of Vice- 
Preaident for several years. 

Mr. Atebeson bad many friends 
and will be missed in Pittsburgh.
